Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The written description rejection is withdrawn in view of the 
amendment. Similarly, the 102(b) rejection is withdrawn in view of the amendment. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant reiterates the utility and enablement 
arguments. Applicant in particular argues that because Clan-A is asserted to be a pro-caspase-1 activator to pro-caspase, it has utility 
and is enabled as to its use. To the extent that the specification states this as a function for Clan-A, this assertion is rebutted by the 
Damiano reference, which is POST-filing date art and which expressly indicates that these functions of Clan-A are not certain but at best, 
indicative. As noted in the final rejection, Damiano expressly states that "the physiological functions of the isoforms of CLAN remain to 
be delineated." So this means that AFTER applicant filed this application, the applicant stated that the physiological functions of 
isoforms, such as Clan-A, were still unknown. This demonstrates a lack of utility and enablement. Applicant attempts to argue that this 
specific evidence is rebutted by generic, unspecified discussion in the specification. This argument is not persuasive since Damiano is 
specific evidence which render the claims prima facie lacking utility and enablement. Applicant also attempts to argue the case law. The 
case law clearly requires substantial and specific utility and that utility is lacking in the instant application. Therefore, the rejections are 
maintained . 
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
